Judge Crooanse Heontls ths Hol, Duosty
Marches ot Thirty Years Ago—tieneral
Kelfer Tells of the Countey's
Growth—At Geand Talmoed,

Camr Laycorny, Suremion, Mob., Aug. 25—

stand this aftorooon were a number of dis-
tinguishod gontlomen, awong them Hon,
Lorenzo Crounse, Hon, J. Warren ioifer of
Dhlo, ex-spoalar of the house of representas
tives; Colonel J. S, Laehup of Goveruor
Boyvd's staff, Lieutenant Governsor T. J,
Mujors, General Lilworth, department com-
mander of the Nebrasks Grand Army of the
Hepublic: Captain Linfayoite Munsell, a hero
of buth the Mexican and the lata war; J
Warken Keifer, jr, son of the ex-sposakor; A,
R. Humpbrey of Lincoln, and  others,
Messrs. Crounse, Humphroey, Majors, Lohue
ana Hastings eamo o at 11:19 fron MoCook
and went immodintely to the grounds, They
were eacorted to the speakers’ stana by the
Boomivgton, Red Cloud and Superior bands.

Not unly in front of tho stand, but atl
around 1t, us thick us they could sitor stond,
was an immense crowa to grect them, Com-
munder Adams introdueed Judge Crounse,
who was grected with appluose, He ex-

Judge Crosnse Addressed Themn,

“I bave boen following Muajors for a uny or
two.” suld the judge, “und 1 fod Le is apt to
lead me into o milituey camp at times, a8 he
14 the feiend of the soldier. ‘l'om wants 1o
meol sowe of the peoble, for ns you may or
muy not know, 1 am acandidate for goveruor
of this state, 1 may bave met somoe of you
before liere at hooie, or possibly In Lue army,
but thirty yoars have vnssed nway sinee we
first marched through the heat and dust, snd
I would hardly rocoguize you now.”

Further along in his spesch, which bristled
with witty Hiustrations in alluding to the
rebelilon, the speaker told the story of the
mun who went up in o baloon and came down
o-foot, lHghting too sudaenly for the good of
bis lugs. Said be:

“f carry a wound in one of my legs, nnd
when I am done with it I mean to haud it
down to my childron us the grandest legacy
1 conla possitly Legueath to them,

“You muy be glad your liues have boen
onst in this countey—the best and sreatest
this world avor know. It Is an undivided
countey, That erand old hevo, who stanids
next 1o Washlogton, enunciated the funda-
mental prineiple when he sald o house
divided ngninst itsoll canaot stand.

Coeneral Keifer was poxt antroduced and
dolivered an able nddress,  Said te:

CANADA HAD IMPOSED ON GOOD NATURE

President Harelson lssaed His Proelanmna-
tion e n Lost Resort—Cannds Alone
Responsible for the Piesent Trouble
~—An Interesting State Papoer,

Wasmixgrox, D, €, Auz, 25, —Additional
correspondence with roference to the gues-
tion of toils vn vossels passing through the
St. Muary's Falls eanal 1n transit to any  vort
of the Dominion of Cannda, was madas publio
ut the Dapartmmont of Stato today, It is sup-
plemantary to that given to the pross on the
20th fnstant, when the president's ratalintory
proviamation was lssued, and consisis of a
lotter written by Mr, Horbart on theovening
of Aunwust 20 to Me, Foster, and the latter's
roply thereto uuder dato of Augast 26 Mr
Irorbert snys that the Canndian governmont
desires to point out that the Unltod States
government muy be unawaro that tho tolls
for tho Wollaud and St Lawrenea canals nra
of o temporary naturs only, and that it is not
fntonded to ra-establish them in thelt prasont
form after tho expiration of the souson of
1802, Tho feature of the preseat taril¥,
giving prefermait to cortain routes and
ports and providing for trausshipmint ot
Canadian ports oolv, will not ba rentootoed
after tho prosent season,

Conveys n Covert Threnat,

This uwadertuking, however, will not bo

binding on the Canagian government if tho

presidont of the Upitod States should in the

meanwhile proclaim and enforee the pro-
hibitlon tolls on the Sault Ste. Muario zanal,
ns authorized by tho recent act of congross,
The Canadiun zovernmentstates that grave
difiicultios proseny themselves to an nltora-
tion of the tari® iolls during the presont
sonson.  Contracts and engagements bave
been entered into n various pavts of this
country and Great Britaln based oo the con-
tiuuance of this tarllf during the whole of
the prosent season. ‘The rights which have
been established under these contracts aud
engagements  canuot b3 Interlerad with
withour great confusion and detriment and
apparent broach of faith,

e believes, therefore,
States governiment will recognize Lthe im-
portance of the dificolties which stand in
the woy of an immediate repeal of tho pros-
eut tnfl and thoat the assurance of its
termination at the end of the presunt season
will bo regarded ns sutisfactory evidence of
tho desire of tho governmeaut of the Domin-
ion to remove any ground which tins o tow-
deuey to disturb the Iriendly interckunge ol
trade between Lo Lwo couuntries,

Mr, Foster Replles to Mr. Herbert,

Mr. Foster, roplying to the above, says
that notwithstandiag the nandatory charac-
ter of the act constraining the vpresideat to
takn aetion upon ascertaloing tha existonce

that thoe United

of the prescreibed conditions v the
Dominton unavoidable or alscriminatory
sgalust  the ertizens of the Unitea
Stutes o thele  enjoyment  of  the

Canadinn eanals on nn equul footing with
British subjects, the president was well
disposed to witbhold fora reascuable Lime
the lssunuce of bis proelamution, in the hone
Lthit the disuppearance of Lhose ndverse con-
ditions might indelinitely pastpone such
action on his part, The spieit of nelghborly
wooll will whict prampted the president to
deley Its issuance, for which the stutute
contained no precise warrant, 18 the more
evident when toe fuc! Is considerea that the
seuson for whivh the Cansdian provisions
wera preseribed wus already far advanced
and tho movoment of grain was ot its height,
50 Lhnt each dav's deluy dinnished tono
offectivencess of the romoedy it was his desire
toobiain from the scuse of justice of the
Daminion goverament.

Bolug well aware that the obaoxlous tolis
of the Wellnud and 51 Liawrsnos canals did
nol In terms extend beyond the prasen.
senson of canul puvigation, it becatme evidont
to the president that noe present effective re-
lief was to be offered on tne part of the
Dominion ang thet the full measure of the
diseciminations lmposed by the Canadian
order of 1502 was to be continuned unubated
during the full lifo of that order; aud inas-
ek ns the aet of congress pres<cribed his
duty, in view of the existing cosditions, and
not ol conditions whleh moy or may ot
exist in fulure vedrs, no recourse remubned
open Lo him but o give lmmediate efect to
to the statute by lasuing bis proclamation,

What is Contempluted by the Provicmation,

Continuing, Mr. Foster aavs that oll thatis
contemsplated vy the president's prociaman-
tion is 1o establish o the Amerlean canal the
snmo conditions as pow exist and bave ex-
Isted in the Conosdinn canals for years post,
wnd that the presideut's proclamution will
remuin o foree no looger than the aisorim-
inations complained of are maiutained by the
Clanadinn government,

My, IMoster says furtber: *“1 may observe
that tne Canadinn proposal embrgees two
points, the tarT of whis in the Dominion
gannls, and the prefersntial trentment glven
to cortnin routes nnd porvts, aad providing
for transshipment at Canudisn poluts only,
With regurd to the first polut, the declara-
vion s mado Lhat it s not intended to re-gs-
tubi=h such tolls ‘in tuelr presont forin!
after the expiration of tho season of 1802, but
what futurs form the tarifl of tolls may tuke
is left o the conjecturo and does not nppesy
to. pn held subjoct to any  revipryesl
understandiog, Such un understunaing 1s
ouly suegested with reéspect to tho provisioas
governlog preferential treatment und Lroun-
shipment, which, indeed, forin the main
ground of enmpliint and constliiutes the con-
oreto conditions of Jvisfuvor to the eitizens of
the United States which the president was
constrained to examing snd ot upon, But
this d.d not constitute our ouly ground of
complaint, The substitution of o more
equally balunced arrangement for the pres-
ent devics, whereby 57 per cout of the total
American  traflic passing through the Wel-
land canal pass 72 per cent of the tolls,
could vot fall to give Lhe president upwixed
sutisfaction, | lument that grave dificultios
prosent themselves to an alteration of the
tarift of toils during the present session, but
I vee to remivd you thag the government of
the Upited States is not responsible in uny
degree for these difioulties, aud its citizons
shull pot ba required Lo surfer oo that ao-
count. For soveral years past the attenlion
of the Cupadian government bas beoen called
to its violation of artlole 27 of the treaty of
1871, nod parvest remonstrances oo the sub-
Juot have been adde sind to the British lega-
ton by my predecessor.'

Cunndn Has Hersell to Binme.

Mr. Foster then oites several fustancés in
whinb the masttor was brought to the stteu-
tion of the Unnauiun government without
Eiviog sntisfaction, adding that if the Catn-
disn government bhas seon Ht o thoe face of
